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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Vaziri et al. discloses that the first gateway has a 
modem that establishes the physical connection to the client modem (see figure 7b and 9, modem rack with ISP). Using Vaziri et al.'s 
gateway modem (see figure 7b, modem rack) as Farris et al.'s gateway would be sufficient to disclose the applicants claims.
